GURU NANAK - WITH BALA AND MARDANA 
Founder of the Sikh religion - Guru Nanak (1469-1539), who dispelled ignorance, opposed casteism 
and preached faith in the Unity of God. According to Bhai Gurdas, he won debates with Sidh 
Mandalis and proved the uniqueness of his beliefs 

Guru Nanak saw the light of the day in Talwandi Rai Bhoe. He undertook long sojourns around the 
world and pleaded that Truth is the only way to salvation and that God blesses only the True. Guru 
Gobind Singh wrote in Bachitar Natak. ‘He who followed the Guru found peace in here and here 
after.

GURU ANGAD DEV FORBIDDING HUMANYUN TO USE POWER 
At Khadoor Sahib, the second Guru Angad Dev (1504-1552) devoted himself earnesdy to the 
principles of Guru Nank and strengthened the foundations of Sikhism. He believed that one could 
carry on one’s spiritual pursuits even while leading a routine family life. 

He compiled the hymns of Guru Nanak inGurmukhi and prepared primers for children to promote 
and preserve the written language. He also got Janamsakhis (biographies) written to keep a record 
of the history.

EMPEROR AKBAR IN THE PRESENCE OF GURU AMAR DAS 
The third Guru Amar Das (1479-1574) founded the town of Goindwal and abolished social evils like 
sati (self immolation of widows) and parda (seclusion of women). He institutionalised the 
Anandkarj (marriage) ceremony and like his predecessor emphasised the fusion of. the spiritual and 
the mundane, to desist Sikhs from running to temples and monastries. Emperor Akbar was so 
impressed that he regularly donated 1.25 lacs of rupees each year on the occasion of Baisakhi at 
Goindwal.

He was the son-in-law 
of Guru Amar Das,: but was assigned the guruship solely because of his high service to the 
community. Gum Ram Das founded the city of Amritsar. It was his foresight that obtained the Sikhs 
such a centre, where they can, , assemble, confabulate or wage a struggle anytime, for the glory 
of the Sikhs and Sikhism.

He exhorted the Sikhs to lead a life of independence. He was a soldier and an altruist of 
unparalleled standing. A far reaching darvesh (seer) who was much sought after in Kiratpur by 
the faqirs of the world to be led to the gates of heaven.

Sahib Sri Guru Har Rai Ji 

The seventh Guru Har Rai (1630-1661) was born in Kiratpur to Baba Gurditta and Mata Raj Kaur. 
The Guru always retained an army of 2200 cavalrymen. He had given instructions that the hungry' 
and the needy, wherever found, should be immediately reached and helped. It was he who started 
the convention of beating the drum before langar (community kitchen), so that everyone is able 
to come and partake the ‘kitchen’, without any fear. When, under Aurangzeb’s influence, his eldest 
son, Ram Rai, tried to distort the bam (scriptures), he took no time to dismiss his claim' for 
gururship. 

He also set up clinics and dispensaries.

Sahib Guru Har Krishan Ji 

The eighth Guru Har Krishan (1656-1664) was the younger son of Guru Har Rai and Mata Kishan 
Kaur. In. order to fortify Sikhism, he issued the commandment ‘strengthen the congregation’. 
Aurangzeb, despite his best efforts, could not make him present himself in the Delhi Darbar. He 
humbled the impudence of a brahmin by showering his blessings with recitations from the Gita 
on a poor water-carrier named Chhaju. 

At a very critical time, he decided to pass the guruship to Guru Tegh Bahadur and saved the Panth 
from a collapse.

‘I HAVE FOUND THE GURU’ 

Bliai Makhan Shah Lubana, on finding his ship, full of costly merchandise, sinking, prayed that 
if his ship was saved he would offer one-tenth to the Guru. But when he came to Baba Bakala to 
make the offering he found there were too many claimants to guruship. Presuming that the Guru 
would himself know and ask him to make the promised offer, he went around placing two crowns 
before each one of them. When the ninth Guru did ask for the offer, Bliai Makhan Shah went to 
the roof top of a temple and declared to the world, ‘Come all ye followers of the Guru, I have found 
him’.

Sahib Gum Tegh Bahadur Ji 

The ninth Gum Tegh Bahadur (1621-1675), born at Amritsar to Gum Hargobind and Mata Nanaki, 
was a great warrior, deeply imbued with the spirit of self-sacrifice and kindliness. He travelled all 
over India with the message, ‘I evoke no fear, nor do I accept any’. This offended Aurangzeb so 
much that he ordered an immediate execution. He not only reclaimed the sinking prestige of 
Hindus, but also 1 provided a cover to the entire humanity’. His sacrifice was ominous - of the 
subsequent decline of the Mughal power. He founded the town of Anandpur Sahib.

Sahib Guru Gobind Singh Ji 

The tenth Guru Gobind Singh (1666-1708), bom to Mata Gujri and Guru Tegh Bahadur, lived in 
Patna for seven years and showed promise of great many skills. At Paonta Sahib, he composed 
his Dasam Granth and after the Bhangani War came to Anandpur Sahib. There he raised the Khalsa 
(the pure) by administering amrit (sacred water) to five of his followers known as Panj Pyare (five 
beloved ones) and then in return received baptism from them-thus, intiating a new practice of ‘I 
the Guru and I the disciple’. In his life time, the Gum fought fourteen battles to defend his religion 
and sacrificed first his family then himself at Nanded Sahib. 

On meeting him, Mani Singh exclaimed, ‘He who has the blessings of the Gum shall not want 
anything’. 

Before he breathed his last, the Gum pronounced that, henceforth, the Granth Sahib be 
considered the manifest form of the Gum. ‘He who would like to converse with the Guru should 
read the Granth Sahib’,

THE MINOR HOLOCAUST (1746) 

Yahya Khan and Lakhpat Rai had taken a pledge to wipe out the Sikhs. They cha'sed the hiding 
columns of Sikh army in the woods of Kahnuwan and surrounded them from all sides. Nearly ten 
thousand Sikhs were liquidated in the following dashes. The retreating regiments of Sikhs, under 
the Command of Nawab Kapur Singh braved the onslaught, empty stomach, in the sweltering 
heat of summer months, yet did not lose their determination and fought on. 

The Sikhs call this carnage Chhota Ghallughara (Minor Holocaust).

THE GREAT HOLOCAUST (1762) 

The Sikhs had given a good thrashing to the returning armies of Ahmed Shah Abdali after the Battle 
of Panipat. Angered by this, Abdali decided to teach Sikhs a lesson in his next invasion. Although 
the Sikhs had prepared for safety in anticipation of the attack, yet the suddenness with which it 
came, took them by surprise. Consequently thousands of Sikhs laid down their lives fighting in 
the plains of Kup. Under the command of Jassa Singh Ahluwalia, the various Sikh misls 
(confederacies) came together and fought unitedly to save the Panth., 

This massacre, known as Vada Ghallughara (Great Holocaust), claimed the lives of 50 thousand 
Sikhs. Nonetheless, the same year, Sikhs took over Sarhind and celebrated Baisakhi (birth 
anniversary of Khalsa) in the Har mandir Sahib.

Panth 
Prakash describes that Bhai Dyala ‘neither protested nor cried; instead pleaded with his 
tormentors to keep the fire burning’.

Bhai Mati Das was also executed alongwith Gum Teg Bahadur. He was a man of strong faith and 
determination. Suraj Prakash mentions that when his body was being sawed in the middle, sounds 
of Japuji reading were emanating from both the separated parts. 

His brother Bhai Sati Das was also sacrificed after having been wrapped up alive in cottonwool 
and set on fire.

Defying the ban on Indian’s immigration to Canada, 
Baba Gurdit Singh (1861-1954) chartered a Japa- 
nese ship Komagata Maru and tried to transter 
Indians to the Canadian soil, but the British 
authorities refused landing and returned the ship 
to India. On her arrival at Budge Budge harbour, 
19 Sikh passenger were massacred - Baba Gurdit 
Singh escaped and disappeared only to shock the 
British Government by reapearing on the day of 
Guru Nanak’s birth anniversary in 1921.

THE CARNAGE AT NANKANA SAHIB 

Mahant Narain Das, the manager of Gurudwara Sri NankanaSahib, in connivance with police, 
trapped 200 Akali Singhs who had come to visit the shrine and had them hacked to- death by his 
hired goondas. The mangled and mutilated bodies of the Singhs were later burnt in kerosene oil. 
This episode is considered one of the bloodiest of the 20th C. massacres. The Gurudwara, how 
ever, was handed over to the S.G.P.C. the next day.
